“The law on this .subject Is quite 
old. the main act being that of 
April 15, 1834, with some am end­ 
ments, and this provides, that all 
real estate assessm ents shall be 
made every three years. 
This is 
called 
the 
triennial 
assessment 
and the next one will take place 
in the year 1933. 
The present as­ 
sessments of course were made in 
1930, and under the law these re­ 
main fixed for this three year 
period. 
“The only changes that can be 
made in the intervals between tri­ 
ennial years are added values for 
the erection of new buildings and 
improvements, and reductions on 
account of 
buildings being 
de­ 
stroyed or damaged by fire or 
otherwise. 
“Neither the assessors nor your­ 
selves (commissioners I have any 
right or authority to change valu­ 
ations, except as herein noted, 
during this year. 
“Assessments of real estate are 
to be based on the ac tual market 
value, and of course next year 
such adjustm ents and equaliza­ 
tions can lie made as may then be
